Set  Location 

It  will  run  in  a north-south 
direction  and  w411  form  the  west 
side  of  a new  quadrangle  being 
established  on  campus.  The 
north  side  of  the  new  quad  will 
be  formed  by  the  new  adminis- 
tration building  and  the  south 
side  by  the  new  library. 

It  will  stand  partially  on  the 
present  parking  lot  at  the  top  of 
the  stadium  and  will  cut  the 
main  north-south  axis  road  lead- 
ing to  campus. 

The  College  of  Business  build- 
ing will  contain  three  floors 
above  ground  and  a basement. 

It  will  contain  a large  lecture 
hall,  11  seminar  roms,  16  class- 
rooms, and  eight  case  study 
rooms.  The  case  study  rooms 
will  be  equipped  with  swivel 
chairs  to  allow,  students  to  turn 
in  any  direction  to  the  point  of 
discussion. 

Labs  Planned  For 

Also  planned  are  a statistics 
laboratory,  accounting  labora- 
tory, business  education  and  of- 
fice machines  laboratory,  period- 
ical and  study  room,  bureau  of 
business  research,  and  IBM  in- 
stallations.

Complacency  Is  Top  Soviet  Weapon 


On  Judgment  Day  one  thing’s  fairly  sure — ■ 
half  the  people  will  be  too  busy  or  too  dis- 
interested to  be  there,  and  half  of  those  there 
•will  not  believe  what’s  going  on. 

This  conclusion  is  based  partially  on  the 
results  of  last  Monday’s  Forum  Assembly  at 
■which  time  faint  echoes  of  the  Final  Trump 
might  have  been  heard.  That  assembly  may 
well  have  been  one  of  the  most  important  of 
the  year. 

Yet  in  the  face  of  Dr.  Schwarz’  clear,  icy 
logic,  there  are  “intelligent,”  “thinking”  per- 
sons who  fold  their  hands  in  smug  complacency 
and  snort,  “Hogwash.”  There  is  no  doubt  in 
their  minds,  based  on  some  tenuously  defined 
doctrine,  that  the  American  continent  is  im- 
mune from  attack. 

It  might  be  well  for  some  “it-can’t-happen- 
here”-ists  to  consider  that  the  Lord’s  prom- 
ise indicating  that  the  American  continent 
would  never  be  subject  to  a king  was  based 
on  certain  predications. 

COMPLACENCY  IS  WEAPON 

These  head-in-the-sanders  are  the  Krem- 
lin’s most  effective  weapon. 

It  was  this  kind  of  thinking  that  led  di- 
rectly and  inevitably  to  Pearl  Harbor,  It  has 
already  put  this  nation  on  the  path  to  Arme- 
geddon. 

For  let  there  be  no  mistake:  The  moral  and 
intellectual  conflict  between  East  and  West 
is  more  than  one  of  ideology,  more  than  one 
of  governmental  theory.  It  is  the  battle  be- 
tween Good  and  Evil,  between  the  influences 
of  Christ  and  the  influences  of  Lucifer. 

Few  among  us  would  hesitate  to  take  up 
real  weapons  to  fight  a visible  foeman  in  de- 
fending the  safetly  of  our  home.  But  the  pres- 
ent battle  is  far  more  subtly  and  less  easy  than 


facing  deadly  hot  and  cold  steel.  This  battle  is 
for  men’s  souls.  The  weapons  are  human 
thought  and  selfless  sacrifice,  both  it  seems,  in 
serious  deficiency  at  the  present  time. 

MUST  MAINTAIN  DEMOCRACY 

Perhaps  the  most  apparent  (to  some)  and 
most  immediate  danger  lies  not  in  the  swirl- 
ing, trans-spacial  petards  from  across  the  sea, 
but  in  the  threat  of  “creeping  bureaucracy” 
that  already  touches  each  of  our  lives  and 
threatens  to  engulf  all  of  us  in  a progressive 
socialism  just  short  of  totalitarianism. 

When  government  agencies  can  issue  di- 
rectives having  al  the  force  and  law-of-the- 
iand  standing  of  legislative  statute;  enforce 
these  directives;  try  violations;  review  appeals, 
all  by  themselves  without  due  process  of  law, 
then  democracy  has  passed  into  legend. 

Recently,  the  American  press  has  begun  to 
raise  an  increasingly  loud  protest  against  the 
abuses  of  autocratic  bureaus.  But  their  clamor 
seems  to  be  failing  on  deaf  ears. 

The  American  people  choose  not  to  be 
aware.  Those  who  are  aware  do  not  believe. 
The  inability  of  the  human  mind  to  grasp  con- 
cepts incompatible  with  predetermined  bias 
and  prejudice  is  one  of  the  psychological  phe- 
nomena of  all  time. 

Well  might  the  prayerful  petition  for  a 
modern-day  Elijah  to  point  out,  especially  to 
the  pious,  that  the  realms  of  sin  and  righteous- 
ness ,do  liot  exist  solely  in  matters  of  personal 
conduct,  but  rather  in  all  Man’s  activities  and 
relationships  with  one  another.  Morality  may 
be  found  in  the  planting  of  a mustard  seed. 

For  on  that  Day  of  Judgment,  one  con- 
demnation will  be  heard  above  the  rest;  Thou 
were  thine  own  worst  enemy. —

The  big  Cat,  baseball  wise,  has  returned  to  his  lair  for  a 
season.  But  not  without  making  a few  tracks.  Mainly  on  the  back 
of  the  Utah  Redskins. 

The  Utes  and  the  Cats  tangled  in  Salt  Lake  City  going  into 
the  last  stages  of  Western  Division  playoffs.  The  Cougars  shellacked 
Utah  20-8. 

The  following  day  in  Provo  the  Injuns  retained  by  trapping 
the  Y batsmen  14-6  in  the  final  round  of  Western  Division  play.
